Concrete blocks will be 
laid at regular intervals around 
the site and upon them will rest 
the huge building. The lumber 
salvaged from th# 1 old livery barn 


will be brought to the site this 
week. 

It is planned to start tearing 
down the old curling arena with¬ 
in the next few days. President 
Dow fully expects to salvage at 
least 90% of the lumber in the 
old arena. 

Aided by Harry Boulton a 
gang of curlers plan on going in¬ 
to the forest soon to cut timber 
suitable for girders to support 
the roof. 

Now that actual construction is 
underway an urgent appeal to 
all curlers to come and lend a 
hand is sent out by President 
Dow. By having many helpers 
they can be placed in gangs and 
construction can be accomplished 
in a short time.

May Give Recital 




“I learned to be a good 1 
wife, Six of us lived, slept, i 
and studied in a room 12 feet by 
12. We learned to cook what ra¬ 
tions we had on the stove, to 
keep the place tidy so it would 'be 
bearable. 

It was Sqdn. Ldr. Foss Boul¬ 
ton, D.F.C., son of Harry Boulton 
of Coleman, one of Southern Al¬ 
berta's famous war aces, who 
spoke. He was chatting with Mar¬ 
garet Ecker, Canadian Press staff 
writer at Belfast, Ireland, after 
the repatriation liner “Gripsholm” 
had docked. The ship had borne 
Foss Boulton and 47 other Cana¬ 
dian sick and wounded prisoners 
of war and many repatriated Al¬ 
lied civilians from Germany. All 
but 11 of the Canadians remained 
aboard to make the trans-Atlan¬ 
tic trip with the Americans. There 
were 900 in all on the “Gripe- 
holm”. 

Margaret Ecker interviewed a 
number of the Canadians includ¬ 
ing Foss Boulton. She said: 
“Much decorated Sqdn. Ldr. Foss 
Boulton could have talked. You 
could tell from the hints he drop¬ 
ped of his adventures since his 
fighting plane was shot down over 
France about a year ago. Brief¬ 
ly Boulton wanted to talk about 
his fiance, Sheila Devine, who 
is a nurse in St. Paul’s hospital in 
Vancouver. Foss had a tough 
time but he’s broad and healthy 
again now. “Sure I lost weight in 
Germany but the Gripsholm food 
put me back, on. my feet again.” 

Editor’s Note: Foss was shot 
down over France on May 13, 
1943, almost a year to the day 
that he was repatriated. He spent 
some months in a German hospi¬ 
tal before being confined to a 
German prison camp. A wire re¬ 
ceived' by his parents stated he 
was in England and feeling fine 
and that he expected to see them 
within a few. weeks. ...

Killed in Italy 

Was in the Canadian Advance 
Against Germans Guarding

Jean Marchant (nee Miss Jean Up¬ 
ton) upon the loss of her husband, 
Sgt. Roland B. Marchant, killed on 
the Italian front on May 15 while 
taking part in the Canadian ad¬ 
vance against the Germans guard¬ 
ing the Italian capital. Official 
word of his death was received 
by Mrs. Marchant on Friday. 

He was born at La Riviere, Man. 
He married Miss Jean Upton in 
June, 1940. In February, 1941, he 
enlisted with the army and went 
overseas in June of that year. 

It was only last week that he 
was featured in a Canadian press 
story from the Italian battle front 
for the fine work done by him and 
his tank crew in the Canadian ad¬ 
vance.

THE CITY OF LONDON is frequently called “the heart of the Em¬ 
pire’’, and it is best known to the majority of people as the scene of many 
historic events, and as the home of the British Parliament.

In the years before the war, the value of 
goods brought into Britain through the port of London, was greater than 
that brought into any others sea port in the United Kingdom.

A 
highly developed port and industrial city, London has also been known 
for centuries as one of the great financial centres of the world.

Bomb 
damage has caused these projects to be greatly expanded, and much 
thought is now being put into plans for reconstruction.

Scientists Discover That This 
Vegetable Is Good For You 

It is odd that scientists have just 
got around to discovering what 
grandma knew 40 or 50 years ago— 
that onions are good for you. 

The scientists have found in the 
onion what news despatches call a 
“mysterious bacteria-destroying sub¬ 
stance” which operates in different 
fashion from other recently dis¬ 
covered substances. 

This may have been a mystery 
to grandma, too, but sufficient for 
her was the knowledge that steak 
smothered with fried onions was bet¬ 
ter for her men folks than a visit 
to the doctor. 

In recent years, with vitamins 
running from A to G in vogue, the 
onion has suffered from comparison 
with other veegtables.

The most recent discovery pro¬ 
vides the explanation: the onion has 
been packed so full of valuable 
medicaments that there was no room 
for,vitamins—New York Sun.

Explanations and Comments 

Paul Preaching at Ephesus, Acts 
19:8-10. On his third missionary 
journey, Paul came to Ephesus where 
he followed his customary method 
of speaking first to the Jews, and 
then to the Greeks. For three months 
in the synagogue he reasoned and 
persuaded as to the things concern¬ 
ing the Kingdom—the subject of j 
Jesus’ teaching. But instead of heed¬ 
ing his message, the Jews hardened 
their hearts, and some of them 
spoke evil of “the Way” (used 
synonym for Christianity: recall 
Acts 9:2). Paul was obliged 
break with the Jews, leaving the 
synagogue for the lecture-room of 
Tyrannus, where many of them fol¬ 
lowed him. Tyrannus was probably 
a Gentile who had a school of phil¬ 
osophy. Paul may have seemed to 
the Ephesians to be one of the wan¬ 
dering professors of philosophy who 
were so numerous in the early Em¬ 
pire. In the lecture-room of Tyran¬ 
nus, from eleven to four, after that 
philosopher had finished his lectures, 
Paul proclaimed unto his hearers 
Jesus the Christ. 

For two years Paul continued 
teaching in the school of Tyrannus, 
and "all that dwelt in Asia heard 
the word of the Lord, both Jews and 
Greeks.” Within easy reach of 
Ephesus were the other cities of the I 
Roman Province of Asia (along the 
western shore of Asia Minor). j 

Read the account in Acts 19:21-41 
of the uproar in the temple of Diana 
which made it necessary for Paul to 
leave Ephesus. 

New Life in Christ, Ephesians 2:4- 
10. “But, dead in trespasses as we [ 
were, God was so rich in mercy that for j 
his great love to us he made us live j 
together with Christ (it is by grace 
you have been saved); together with 
Christ he raised and seated us with¬ 
in the heavenly sphere in Christ 
Jesus. For it is by grace you have been 
come his surprising wealth of grace 
and goodness toward us in Christ 
Jesus For it is by grace have been 
saved, as you had faith; it is not your 
doing but God's gift, not the outcome 
of what you have done—lest anyone | 
should pride himself on that; God 
has made us what we are, creating 
us in Christ Jesus for the good deeds 
which are prepared beforehand by 
God as our sphere of action” (Mof- 
fatt).

PREVENTION ANI) TREATMENT 
OF BLINDNESS 

Prevention and treatment of blind¬ 
ness should be made a responsibility 
of the public-health departments, 
the Quebec Chronicle-Telegraph says 
editorially, calling attention to the 
large group of persons in Canada 
suffering from progressive eye dis¬ 
ease who will “sooner or later be¬ 
come a charge on the taxpayer.” 

The known blind in Canada total 
12,344, including only those regis¬ 
tered with the Canadian National 
Institute for the Blind and those on 
pensions for the blind. The total 
does not include Canadians with 
progressive eye disease or those who 
have lost the sight of one eye and 
do not come within the definition of 
blindness under the national legisla¬ 
tion. There are believed to be some 
blind persons who have not made 
leir condition known. 

Urgent needs at present are pre¬ 
vention and treatment, the Quebec 
newspaper states. "Health depart¬ 
ments are already deeply involved 
in the prevention of blindness, even 
though their legislation was hot 
planned primarily for that reason, 
except in the instance of preventive 
drops of ophthalmia neonatorum 
(for prevention of gonorrheal infec¬ 
tion at time of birth). 

‘The other endeavors that are pre¬ 
ventive in character area: venereal 
disease control, the distribution of 
insulin to those unable to pay, pre¬ 
vention and control of tuberculosis, 
nutrition measures^ control of all 
types of infectious diseases, school 
medical inspection, the provision of 
sighUsaving classes, and accident 
prevention. 

'From the above it would seem 
desirable to place the whole prob¬ 
lem of blindness, both its prevention 
and cure, in the hands of the depart¬ 
ment of public health, where it logic¬ 
ally belongs.” 

Saving Many Lives 

Blood Plasma Gives Wounded Men 
Strength For Operation 

An Associated Press despatch fro 
an evacuation hospital in Italy, says: 

This is the shock ward of an 
emergency hospital where blood plas¬ 
ma is stacked like cordwood. 

All through the day and night lit¬ 
ter bearers have come in fi 
environs around Santa Maria In¬ 
fante, scene of bitter fighting. 

The litter bearers place the wound¬ 
ed on saw horses, such as carpente 
use, and when every inch of space 
is crowded they spill over into 
joining wards. 

When a man is hit he goes 
shock”. His blood pressure falls and 
his pulse beat increases. Unles 
can be brought out of the shock he 
can’t survive an operation, and that 
is where plasma comes in. 

You walk down the lengthening 
rows of white faces and wonder how 
they can pull through.
